For over half a century Wake Forest under- 
graduates have, in a large measure, governed them- 
selves. The Student Government, student-organ- 
ized, -elected, and -operated, serves to “handle all 
matters of student conduct, honor, and general 
siudent interest, and to promote in campus life 
self-control, personal responsibility, and loyalty to 
the college and student body.” 

The Student Government includes two chief 
agencies: 

The Student Council, consisting of nineteen 
members, including the president, vice-president, 
secretary and treasurer of the student body, governs 
all student conduct and reports its decisions to the 
Dean of the College. The officers and members of 
this year’s Student Council are:

The Student Legislature, composed of thirteen 
members, reviews in detail the Constitution and 
proposes to the student body amendments or re- 
visions which it considers necessary. 


The Honor System 


Student life at Wake Forest is, in a large 
measure, directed by the spirit of the Honor Sys- 
tem, under which all tests and examinations are 
conducted. The Student Government itself, your 
means of self-government, is the product of the 
efforts of the students themselves to regulate the 
matter of ethical conduct. 

Fundamentally, the Honor System is based on 
the assumption that every student is a gentleman 
unless he should prove himself otherwise. 

The presence of proctors in the examination 
100m is dispensed with; the professors remain only 
long enough to answer any questions; the students 
are left alone, on their honor. At the conclusion 
of any examination or any other pledge work the 
following statement must be made and signed: 

“T have neither given nor re- 
ceived any aid on this work, 
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nor have I seen anyone doing 
SO; 

The Honor System binds each student in three 
ways: 

i. No student shall give any aid on any pledge 

2. No student shall receive any aid on any 
pledge work. 

3. It is the duty of each student to report to 
the Student Council any case of a violation or an 
attempted violation of the Honor pledge. 

The Honor System is administred by the Stu- 
dent Council, a procedure recognized by the College 
administration. 

As stated in Article XII, Section 2 of the Con- 
stitution of the Student Body, the penaly for cheat- 
ing or attempting to cheat is not explusion for the 
first offense. The convicted student is placed on 
probation, failed in the course in which he violated 
his pledge, and his parents or guardians are notified 
of the action of the Student Council. The penalty 
for the second offense is expulsion. 

Upon entering Wake Forest each student is 
required to become familiar with the requirements 
and procedure of the Honor System and is ex- 
tended the opportunity of signing a statement that 
he will respect and fulfill the provisions of the 
Honor System. Having done so, he is on his honor 
tor the remainder of his career at Wake Forest. 

The Honor System will be explained to you 
more fully as a part of your orientation program.

Preamble 
We, the Student Body of Wake Forest Col- 


. lege, in order to maintain and perpetuate the high 


ideals for which the college has ever been justly 
respected, and to promote the common interests and 
general welfare of our College community, do or- 
dain and establish this Constitution. 


ARTICLE I — NAME 
The name of the government herein established 
shall be “THE STUDENT GOVERNMENT OF 
WAKE FOREST. COLLEGE.” 


ARTICLE II — MEMBERSHIP 
Every duly registered student of Wake Forest 
College shall automatically become a member of 
the Student Government. 
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ARTICLE II — PURPOSE 

It shall be the purpose of the Student Govern- 
ment to handle all matters of student conduct, hon- 
or, and general student interest; and to promote 
in campus life, self-control, personal responsibility, 
and loyalty to the college and student body. In 
carrying into effect the foregoing objects the Stu- 
dent Government shall at all times endeavor to 
remove all causes that may tend to bring about 
violations of laws, rules, and customs adopted by 
the Student Body. 

ARTICLE IV — OFFICERS AND DEPARTMENTS 

Section 1. The Student Government shall have 
the following officers: President, Vice-president, 
Secretary and Treasurer. 

Section 2. There shall be a Student Council in 
which shall be vested the executive powers of the 
Student Government, 

Section 3. There shall be a Legislative De- 
partment in which shall be vested the powers of 
proposing legislation and cooperating with the Stu- 
dent Council in carrying out the purposes of the 
Student Government. 

ARTICLE V 
STUDENT GOVERNMENT OFFICERS 

Section 1. All Student Government officers 
shall have senior standing according to the col- 
lege catalogue. Post-graduate students shall be 
considered as seniors and eligible for offices in the 
Student Government, including membership in 
the Student Council and Legislative Department, 
Lut for no office in the four undergarduate classes. 
The status of law students in the Student Govern- 
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ment shall be the same as academic students com-= 
mensurate with the semester hours completed. 

Section 2. It shall be the duty of the President 
cf the Student Body to call and preside at all Stu- 
dent Body and Student Council meetings; to ap- 
point necessary committees; to have in charge the 
organization of the Freshman Class; to report to 
the Council a!l violations of laws, rules, and cus- 
.oms adopted by the Student Body, that may come 
under his observation; to strive at all times toward 
the improvement of conditions upon the campus; 
and generally to exercise such powers as may be 
vested in him by the Council or by the laws, rules, 
and customs of the Student Body. 

Section 3. The duties of the President of the 
Student Body shall devolve upon the Vice-President 
in the President’s absence or in the case the office of 
Fresident is vacated, 

Section 4. It shall be the duty of the Sec- 
retary to keep a record of all Student Body meet- 
ings and Student Council meetings and handle 
ihe correspondence of same. 

Section 5. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer 
to have in charge all money which shall come into 
his care as Treasurer of the Student Government 
and to keep a true and accurate account of the same. 

ARTICHE Wit TH haSTuDENTREOUNCIE 

Section 1. The Student Council shall be com- 
posed of nineteen members, as follows: (1) the 
President, Vice-President, Secretary, and Treas- 
urer; (2) two members elected at large from the 
School of Law; (3) seven members from the senior 
class, one of whom shall be the President of the

class; (4) three members from the Junior Class; 
{5) one member from the Sophomore class; (6) and 
two representatives from the Women’s Government 
Association, one of whom shall be the President of 
said association. 

Section 2. The Student Council shall have the 
sollowing officers: a Président, a Vice-President, 
baeecretary, auc a lreasurer, respectively, “all of 
whom shall hold office by virtue of being President, 
Vice-President, Secretary, and Treasurer of the 
Student Government. 

Section 3. The Council shall meet at least twice 
monthly. The dates of the regular meeting shall 
be fixed by the Council. Special meetings may be 
called at any time by the President or three mem- 
bers of the Council, At the regular meetings in May 
the newly elected Council shall sit in joint session 
with the Council then in power, but shall have no 
power to vote. 

Section 4. Twelve members of the Council 
shall be necessary to constitute a quorum. 

Section 5. It shall be the duty of the Student 
Council to receive, prefer, and try all charges of 
violation of the Constitution, laws, rules, and cus- 
toms of the Student Body; to investigate and pass 
on all matters affecting the good name of the Stu- 
dent Body of the College and to perform all other 
acts which may be necessary and proper in the ex- 
ercise of its power as the Executive Department 
for the Student Body. 

Section 6. A student accused of having com- 
mitted an offense shall be brought before the Coun- 
cil as early as practicable for trial. In no case shall 
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there be any unnecessary delay. The President of 
the Council shall see that all vital evidence, both 
for and against the accused, is introduced, and the 
Council shall take adequate steps to test the validity 
of the evidence, 

Section 7. A vote of 2/3 of the members pres- 
ent shall be necessary to convict a student on trial. 

Section 8. No member of the Council shall 
sit in the trial of himself or of his roommate, 

Section 9. All judgments of the Council shall, 
for the purpose of the record, be reported in writ- 
ing to the faculty. 
Section 10. Any Student Council member who 
shall be guilty of inexcusable neglect of duty or 
violation of the principles and provisions of the Stu- 
dent Government Constitution shall be removed 
from office only by a 2,/3 majority of all the mem- 
bers of the Student Council voting. 
ARTICLE V1Il — THE STUDENT LEGISLATURE 

Section 1. The Legislature Department shall 
consist of thirteen members and shall be composed 
as follows: (1) Five members from the Student 
Council, two of whom shall be the President of the 
Student Body and the President of the Senior Class; 
three members elected from the Senior Class at 
large; two members from the Junior Class, one of 
whom shall be the President of that Class; two 
inembers from the Sophomore Class, one of whom 
shall be the president of that class; and one member 
elected at large from the School of Law. 

Section 2. There shall be three officers of the 
Legislative Department; a president, who shall be 
one of the three memebers elected at large from the 
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Senior Class, elected at the general election; a Vice- 
President, who shall hold office by virtue of being 
President of the Junior Class; and a Secretary, 
elected by the Student Legislature from its members, 

Section 3. It shall be the duty of the Student 
Legislature to review in detail the Constitution of 
the Student Body each year and propose to the 
Student Body all amendments or revisions which 
are needed, 

Section 4. Revision of the Articles of the Con- 
stitution of the Student Body may be proposed by 
a2/73 majority of a quorum of the Student Legisla- 
ture. The proposed revision may be affected by 
ratification of the proposed amendment by a major- 
ity vote of the Student Body voting at the next 
general election. 

Section 5. It shall be the duty of the Presi- 
cent to preside at all meetings of the Legislative 
Department; to call special meetings; to. appoint 
necessary committees; to vote in the case of a tie; 
and to perform all the usual duties of a President 
of a Legislative Department. 

Section 6. It shall be the duty of the Vice- 
President to assume the duties of the President in 
the latter’s absence. 

Section 7. It shall be the duty of the Secretary 
+g make and preserve a record of all proceedings of 
the Legislative Department; to file a copy of the 
Constitutional amendments, laws, rules, and cus- 
toms with the Secretary of the Student Council; to 
submit to the Dean of the College copy of all Con- 
situtional amendments; and to perform such other 
duties as may be delegated to him by the Legisla- 
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tive Department. 

Section 8. The Legislative Department shall 
have three regular meetings, one in October, one in 
February, and one in May; the dates for the Febru- 
ary and May meetings to be fixed by the Legisla- 
tive Department at its October meeting. Special 
meetings may be called at any time. At the regu- 
lar meeting in May the newly elected Legislative 
Department shall sit in joint session with the Legis- 
lative Department then in power, but shall take no 
part in any legislation that may arise. 

Section 9. Nine members shall be necessary 
‘o constitute a quorum of the Legislative Depart- 
ment. 

Section 10. Any member of the Legislative 
Department who shall be guilty of inexcusable neg- 
lect of duty or violation of the principles and pro- 
vision of the Student Body Constitution shall be 
removed from office only by. a 9-13 majority of 
ell the members of the Student Legislature. 

ARTICLE VIII 
NOMINATION AND. ELECTIONS 

Section 1. Nominations for-all Student Govern- 
ment Officers, Student Council Representatives, 
Class Officers with the exception of the Freshman 
Class, which is herein provided for, and represen- 
tatives to the Student Council shall be made after 
April 1 and before April 15. 

Section 2. The nomination for a Student Gov- 
ernment Officer shall be attested before 25 duly 
enrolled members of the Student Government and 
the nomination for a class office, or position which 
represents a respective class, shall be attested by 
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i0 duly enrolled members of that respective class. 

Section 3. The organization of the Freshman 
class shall not take place before the 15th of Octo- 
Ler and shall be in charge of the President of the 
Student Body. 

Section 4. Three days previous notice shall 
be given of all nominations to be made. The names 
of all nominees shall be published in at least one 
issue of Old Gold and Black prior to the election. 

Section 5. All voting shall be made by the 
Australian or secret ballot which means that secrecy 
shall be compulsorily maintained in the marking 
and casting of ballots. The Student Council shall 
use all possible precautions to prevent fraud and 
shall deal with such offenders according to its own 
ciscretion. 

Section 6. The elections shall be publicly 
held at a place designated by the Student Council 
as “the premises of the polls.” The election will 
be in charge of two or more poll-holders duly ap- 
pointed by the Council from its members who are 
seniors, The poll-holders shall file a written report 
of the results of the election with the Council, which 
report shall be recorded in the minutes. It shall 
be the responsibility of the designated poll-holders 
16 comply with and enforce all election rules and 
regulations stated in the Student Body Constitution. 

Section 7. The Student Council shall furnish 
ballots on which shall be printed the names of can- 
didates in alphabetical order for all offices, the 
voter filling in with an ‘“X” the blank opposite the 
candidate he votes for. The ballots shall be de- 
posited in a ballot box provided for that purpose 
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and as each student votes his name shall be taken 
by the poll-holders. There shall be no voting by 
proxy. 

Section 8. The polls shall be kept open from 
8:00 a.m. to 5:00 p.m., after which the votes shall 
be canvassed by the poll-holders and the results 
cf the election declared. 

Section 9. The Council shall have the power to 
make such additional regulations of the holding of 
the elections as it may deem necessary and proper. 

Section 10. Any vacancy in any of the above 
mentioned offices during any term shall be filled 
in the usual manner within three weeks after the 
beginning of that term. In case the duly elected 
officer fails to return for the summer session an 
election shall be held to fill such vacancy. The 
tenure of this office shall be for the summer session 
only. In case the officer elected in April fails to 
return for the fall session, any vacancies shall be 
filled in the usual manner within three weeks 
after the beginning of that term. 

ARTICLE IX — VACANCIES 

Vacancies occurring in the Student Council, 
Legislative Department, or any class office shall 
pe filled in accordance with the method outlined in 
Article VIII of this Constitution within three weeks 
after the beginning of the term. 

ARTICLE X — COMMITTEES AND COUNCILS 

Section 1. Freshman Advisory Committee: 

a.) It shall be the duty of this committee to 
provide a full program of Freshman orientation un- 
der the general supervision of the Student Council. 

b.) The Freshman Advisory Committee shall 
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be composed of fifteen members appointed by the 
outgoing Student Council. The Council shall des- 
ignate one of these to serve as Chairman. All 
members shall have at least Sophomore standing 
according to the current college catalogue with no 
more than three of said members coming from the 
Sophomore class. 

c.) Freshmen shall be required to arrive at 
Wake Forest two days prior to the beginning of 
matriculation so as to participate in orientation. 

Section 2. Intramural Athletic Council: 

a.) The purpose of this body shall be to select 
cheer leaders, the Deacon (mascot), and to direct 
all phases of the Intramural Athletic Program. 

b.) The Intramural Athletic Council shall be 
appointed by the Student Council in the regular 
Tfay meeting. This shall be composed of (1) Three 
members from the Monogram Club, one of whom 
shall be the President of said club, (2) two members 
ef the Student Council, (3) the head cheer leader, 
(5) and the sports editor of Old Gold and Black. 

Section 3. Chapel Program Committee. 

a.) The purpose of this body shall be to co- 
operate with the College Chaplain in arranging 
programs for the Student Body. 

b.) This Committee shall be appointed by, and 
the number determined at the discretion of, the 
Student Council. 

Section 4. Student Relations Committee. 

a.) The purpose of this Committee shall be to 
foster better understanding and closer cooperation 
between the various campus groups and to promote 
social activities on the campus. 
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b.) The Committee shall be appointed by, and 
the number determined at the discretion of, the 
Student Council. The Chairman of this Committee 
shall be a member of the Student Council. 

Section 5. Handbook Committee. 

a.) This Committee shall have charge of print- 
ing the handbook as supervised by the Student 
Council, 

b.) The official handbook of the Student- Body 
shall be prepared for publication following the 
annual general election. The retiring Student Coun- 
cil shall direct the editing of this handbook, 

ARTICIE. X12 PUBLICATIONS BOARD 

Section 1. The purpose of this board shall be 
to raise the quality of editors and business managers 
of the Student Publications; to secure men who are 
competent rather than trust the election to the 
capriciousness of campus politics. 

Section 2. The Publications Board shall be 
composed of the editors and business managers of 
Old Gold and Black, The Student and The Howler, 
seven faculty members, and the President of the 
Student Body, and four members to be elected by 
the Student Body as follows: 

(a) Two members shall come from the Old 
Gold and Black staff, one from the Student staff, 
and one from the Howler staff; 

(b) Each member must have served at least 
ere year on the respective staff; 

(c) And each, if he is a member on the staff 
of Old Gold and Black editorial staff, must have 
written at least fifteen news articles; if he is on 
the advertising staff, must have sold at least $40 
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of advertising; if he is on the Student editorial staff 
must have made at least two major contributions; 
if he is on the Student advertising staff, must have 
sold at least $40 of advertising; if he is a member 
of the Howler editorial staff, must have written at 
least two thousand words or taken forty percent of 
all snapshots or handled layouts amounting to two 
signatures; if he is on the business staff of the 
Howler, must have sold at least $120 of advertising. 

Section 3. The Publications Board shall have 
the power of electing editors and business man- 
agers of the three publications for the school year 
which is to follow. These elections shall be held 
according to the Constitution of the Publications 
Board. , 

Section 4. The Publications Board shall have 
ye sole authority to make rules concerning eligibil- 
y of candidates to run for editor or business man- 
uger of each publication. 

Section 5. The-Publications Board shall have 
the power of its own internal organization. 

ARTICLE, oll 
QUORUM OF THE STUDENT BODY 
A majority of the members of the Student 
Body shall be necessary to constitute a quorum in 
any: Student Body meeting. 
ARTICLE XIII 
RULES GOVERNING CONDUCT 
Section 1. Hazing in all its forms is prohibited. 
The penalty for this offense shall be left to the 
discretion of the Student Council. 
Section 2. No student shall be guilty of cheat- 
ing or attempting to cheat on any examination or 
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quiz, or upon any other pledge work. The penalty 
for cheating shall not be expulsion for the first 
offense. A student who is found guilty of cheat- 
ing or attempting to cheat shall be placed on pro- 
pation for a period to be determined at the discre- 
tion of the Student Council; he shall be failed in 
the course in which he cheated, and his parents or 
guardians shall be notified of the action of the 
Student Council. The penalty for the second of- 
fense shall be expulsion. 

Subsection CA) allay all examinations, quizzes, 
and other pledge work each student shall be con- 
sidered as on his honor, and shall sign the follow- 
ing pledge: “I have neither given nor received any 
aid on this work, nor have I seen anyone doing so.” 

Subsection (B) It shall be the duty of every 
student to report to the Student Council any case 
of cheating or attempting to cheat that may come 
under his observation. 


Section 3. No student shall be guilty of steal- 
ing. The penalty for this offense shall be expul- 
sion. 

Section 4. Forms of dishonesty other than those 
specified in Sections 2 and 3 above shall be pun- 
ishable in the discretion of the Student Council. 

Section 5. No student shall be guilty of giving 
false testimony in trials before the Student Council. 

Section 6. There shall be no drinking of in- 
toxicating liquors, nor shall any student be allowed 
to bring or keep liquor on the campus. 

Section 7. All forms of gambling are pro- 
hibited. 


Section 8. Any conduct toward visitors, citi- 
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zens of the town, passers-by, passengers on trains, 
or visiting teams tending to injure the reputation 
of the College is forbidden. 


Section 9. There shall be no loud or boister- 
cus swearing at or around the College, or at any 
of the games or at any other public occasion. 

Section 10. There shall be no disorderly con- 
duct in dormitories or elsewhere. 

Section 11. There shall be no indecent expos- 
ure of the person at any time or place. This shall 
apply to exposures before dormitory windows and 
in passing to and from the gymnasium especially. 

Section 12. Disfiguration of College property is 
forbidden. Any student found guilty of this offense 
shall be required to pay to the Bursar the amount 
of the damage. 

Section 13. No. student shall knowingly and 
wilfully pass a worthless check. The punishment 
for this offense shall be at the discretion of the 
Student Council. A failure to redeem a worthless 
check, even though it was unwillingly and unknow- 
ingly passed, shall subject him to the same punish- 
ment. 

Section 14. No student shall refuse to pay just 
debts contracted by him. Any student whose name 
shall be given to the Council as being guilty of this 
offense shall be notified by the Council to pay the 
debt. The penalty for failure to do so within thirty 
days after being notified shall be expulsion. 

Section 15. All school letters shall be worn at 
the discretion of the Monogram Club and the faculty 
committee on athletics. 

Section 16. No student shall refrain from 
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reporting all violations of laws, rules, and customs 
adopted by the Student Body that may come under 
his observation, nor from appearing and testifying 
when duly summoned by the Council. 

Section 17. If a man student is in the company 
of a woman student who violates a regulation, he 
shall be held equally responsible and shall be subject 
to punishment, at the discretion of the Student 
Council. 

Section 18. All students shall at all times con- 
duct themselves as becomes gentlemen and students 
of Wake Forest College while at the College or 
representing the College in any capacity when away. 

Section 19. The penalty for all offenses, unless 
the penalty is otherwise specified, shall be in the 
discretion of the Student Council, to be determined 
according to the seriousness and number of the 
offenses. 

ARTICLE XIV — AMENDMENTS 

Amendments to this Constitution may be made 
in accordance with the procedure outlined in Sec- 
tions. 3 and 4 of Article VII. 

ARTICLE XV 
RATIFICATION OF CONSTITUTION 

This Constitution shall go into effect upon its 
ratification by the Student Body and its approval 
by the Faculty. 

BY-LAWS 


The Women’s Government Association is recog- 
nized as a governing body responsible for passing 
and enforcing all regulations in regard to the social 
conduct of women students. 
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WOMEN’S GOVERNMENT 


The Women’s Government Association, of which 
all undergraduate women are members, supplements 
the purpose and the authority of the Student Gov- 
ernment; women students are obliged to both organ- 
izations. As stated in its constitution, he W. G. A. 
endeavors to regulate all matters pertaining dis- 
tinctly of the women of the College, to create a 
unity between them, and to maintain high ideals 
for them.

PREAMBLE 
The purpose of the organization shall be to 
regulate all matters pertaining distinctly to the life 
cf the women of Wake Forest College not under the 
Surisdiction of the Faculty; to increase a sense of 
individual responsibility; to further a spirit of unity 
among the women of the College; and to cooperate 
with the Faculty in creating and maintaining high 
ideals for the women of the College. 
ARTICLE I — NAME 
This organization shall be known as the 
Women’s Government Association of Wake Forest 
College. 
ARTICLE II — MEMBERS 
All undergraduate women who are matriculates 
of the College shall become members of the asso- 
ciation. 
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ARTICLE) ILD, OFHICERS 

Section 1. The officers of the Association shall 
consist of a President, Vice-President, Secretary, 
Treasurer, and a Chairman of Social Standards. 

Section 2. It shall be the duty of the President 
to call and preside over all meetings of the Associa- 
tion, and of the Executive Board. She shall appoint 
any necessary committees, oversee the work of all 
officers, and act as ex-officio member of all com- 
mittees. She shall serve as a representative to the 
Student Council. 

The Vice-President shall preside over meetings 
in the absence of the President. She shall assist 
the Preident in the execution of her duties. 

The Secretary shall keep a permanent record 
of all the proceedings of all meetings. She shall 
also post notices of meetings of the Association. 

The Treasurer shall collect the fees and have in 
charge of all money. She shall keep a permanent 
record of all expenditures: which shall be audited 
with the approval of the President and the Dean 
of Women. 

The Chairman of the Social Standards shall, 
with the aid of her committee which she will appoint 
with the approval of the Dean of Women and the 
Executive Board, uphold the social standards of 
Wake Forest College. She shall also assist in 
planning a College Social Calendar for the school 
vear, 

ARTICLE IV — EXECUTIVE BOARD 

Section 1. There shall be an Executive Board 
consisting of the President, Vice-President, Secre- 
tary, Treasurer, Chairman of Social Standards, 
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Town Girls’ Representative, Representative to Stu- 
cent Council, Chairman of House Presidents, and 
one Member at large from each of the three 
lower classes. 

Section’ 2. The duties of this Board shall be 
to represent the organization, make and enforce 
any and all regulations, subject to the approval of 
the Dean of Women, regarding the conduct of 
women students. 

Section 3. The executive Board shall meet 
regularly once a week during the school year. 

Section 4. A majority of the Executive Board 
shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of the 
business, . 

Section 5. The Executive Board shall elect a 
Chairman of the House Presidents immediately after 
the election of the House Presidents. 

ARTICLE V — NOMINATION BOARD 

Section 1. There shall be a nominating board 
consisting of the Dean of Women, President of the 
_ Association, Chairman of Social Standards, and ten 
other members. These ten members, three seniors, 
two juniors, two sophomores, two freshmen, shall 
be elected by the women members of their respective 
classes. 

Section 2. This committee shall meet prior to 
elections and shall nominate three candidates to be 
posted at least one week in advance of the election. 

Section 3. In order that a student, other than 
those nominated by the Board, may be a candidate, 
a petition must be submitted by the candidate or 
by any member of the association signed by at least 
ten per cent of the members of the association. 
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ARTICLE VI — ELECTIONS 


Section 1. Elections shall be held by the Asso- 
ciation on or before April 15. The new officers 
shall sit in on meetings of the Executive Board but 
shall have no power to vote. 

Section 2. Candidates for the Presidency and 
Vice-Presidency shall be nominated from the in- 
coming Senior class. 

The Secretary shall be nominated from the 
incoming Junior class. 

The Treasurer may be nominated from the 
Junior or Sophomore classes. 

The Chairman of Social Standards shall be 
nominated from the incoming Senior class. 

A Representative to the Student Council may 
be nominated from the incoming Junior or Senior 
classes. 

There shall be a House President elected in each 
dormitory unit, subject to the approval of the Dean 
of Women, by the occupants of said unit. The 
Chairman of House Presidents shall be elected by 
the Executive Board from the group of House 
Presidents. 

Junior and Sophomore Representatives shall be 
nominated by the respective incoming classes. 

A Freshman Representative shall be elected 
trom the class at the end of the first semester. 

The Town Girls’ Representative shall be elected 
trom the town girls. 

Section 3. All candidates for major offices 
must have and maintain an average of C. 

Section 4. All officers shall serve a term of one 
year beginning two weeks before the end of the 
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semester in which they are elected. 

Section 5. A list of candidates named by the 
Nominations Board shall be posted one week prior 
to elections, 

ARTICLE VII — IMPEACHMENTS 

A member of the. Executive Board may be 
impeached by a quorum of members of the associa- 
tion for gross neglect of duty or for disreputable 
conduct. 

ARTICLE VIII — AMENDMENTS 

Any member of the Association shall have the 
right to propose amendments to the Constitution. 
Such amendments shall be adopted when approved 
by three-fourths of the membership of the Associa- 
tion, by the Executive Board, and by the Dean of 
Women, provided the amendment has been stated 
to the Associastion and has been presented to the 
Association at least one week before it has been 
voted upon. 

BY-LAWS 

Article 1. A majority of the members of the 
Association shall constitute a quorum. 

Article 2. A fee, collectible the first two weeks 
of the academic year, of one dollar shall be paid 
ennually by each member to the Treasurer, 

Article 4. Names of girls who break any rule 
or are guilty of misconduct will be turned into the 
Executive Board by the Dean and House Presidents. 

Article 5. Five call-downs will automatically 
constitute a campus. A girl on campus must be 
in her room at 7:30 p.m., receive no phone calls 
except long distance, and have her dating privileges 
removed for the period of the campus. The length 
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of campus shall be determined by the Executive 
Board in each individual case. Breach of campus 
may be grounds for probation. 

Campus will be lifted only in case of illness, 
death, or war emergencies. 

Article 6. There shall be a parliamentarian to 
serve during Associational meetings. She shall be 
selected by the Executive Board. 

Article 7. Vacancies for summer school shall 
be filled by appointment of such persons by the 
incoming and retiring Executive Board. Experienced 
Council members will be used as far as possible. 


GENERAL CONDUCT RULE 


Students of the Woman’s Division are expected 
as responsible, mature members of the College 
community to conduct themselves at all times so 
that their actions will not reflect unfavorably either 
upon themselves or upon the College. 
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UNDERGRADUATE ACTIVITIES 


Although formal study should be the student’s 
chief interest, the College encourages the freshman 
to participate in some extra-curricular activities, 
for the balance between curricular and extra- cur- 
ticular interests is an essential part of every stu- 
-dent’s orientation to college life. There is a suffi- 
cient variety of undergraduate organizations to 
provide each man and woman the opportunity to 
express almost every kind of taste and ability. 
Below is a brief summary of the undergraduate 
activities. Look them over carefully, go out for 
the ones for which you find yourself best adapted, 
and stick to them. Avoid scattering your endeavors. 
Participation in too many activities may prevent 
efficiency in any, 


Athletics— 


The College provides a full athletic program 
for all students. The Director of Athletics has 
general supervision of all athletic activities. 

Emphasis is placed on outdoor sports, and every 
student is urged to spend some part of the day 
in vigorous. open-air exercise. For this purpose 
there are ample athletic fields, tennis courts, and 
a nine-hole golf course. During the past year new 
facilities have been added. The golf course has 
keen improved considerably and five new tennis 
courts will be available in the fall of 1949. The 
gymnasium provides for indoor sports. Freshmen 
are required to take physical education in classes. 

In intercollegiate athletics, Wake Forest is 
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strongly represented in the Southern Conference 
by varsity teams in football, basketball, baseball, 
tennis, golf, and track. Although seldom champions, 
the Demon Deacons win their share of conference 
and inter-sectional contests.

Under the direction of the Director of Intra- 
mural Sports and the Intramural Athletic Coun- 
cil, social and residential units engage in contests 
throughout the college year. The sports are touch 
football, basketball, volleyball, softball, track, ten- 
nis, golf, and table tennis. A system has been ar- 
renged whereby the top teams of each sport are 
given a certain number of points toward an all- 
sports trophy, which goes to the group having the 
highest aggregate score for all contests. 

Student managers of the various sports receive 
award keys, and the senior Manager receives a 
monogram. 

The Women’s Athletic Association, working 
with the Instructor of Physical Education for Wo- 
men, sponsors a recreational program which in- 
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cludes the following sports: soccer, speedball, vol- 
leyball, field hockey, basketball, softball, golf, ten- 
nis, archery, badminton, horseshoes, and table ten- 
nis. There is a point system for individual awards. 

The physical education department plans to 
sponsor several “fun-nights” during the year, at 
which time there will be ping pong, square danc- 
ing, and other forms of entertainment. All students 
are invited to attend. 


Publications— 


The literary and journalistic pursuits of stu- 
dents find. expression in three fine undergraduate 
publications. Publications Row in the Student 
Center is by far the busiest center of activity on 
the campus. Long after everyone else is in bed, 
sleepy aspiring writers tap and peck on their type- 
writers to beat a deadline. But the time is well 
spent, for the reward in journalistic and business 
experience—and fun—is generous and long-lasting. 

The student publications at Wake Forest are 
the Old Gold and Black, The Student, and The 
Howler. 

The Old Gold and Black, the weekly newspaper, 
is one of the leading collegiate newspapers in the 
South. The organ of student opinion, it serves as 
an official bulletin for college affairs. Working 
for the OG&B is one of the best ways of getting 
acquainted with campus life and offers a practical 
experience in journalistic writing and business on 
a near-profesional basis. 

The Student, now a literary and humorous mag- 
azine published six times a year, devotes its col- 
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umns to the best writing and cartoons of the cam- 
pus. Like the other publications, its management 
is in the hands of a student staff. 

The Howler, by its nature the most ambitious 
campus publication, is a semi-official summary of 
each college year. Appearing in May, The Howelr 
makes an excellent reference volume. 

Publications are governed by the student-fac- 
ulty Publications Board, whose most important 
function is the election of editors and business 
managers. . 


Radio— 


Station WFDD, “The Voice of Wake Forest,” 
is the students’ radio station, broadcasting in the 
afternoon and evening, thirty-five hours a week, 
items of campus interest including programs of 
music, sports, news events, drama, and interviews. 
An affiliate of the Intercollegiate Broadcasting Sys- 
tem, WFDD offers valuable radio experience to 
those interested. 


Forensics— 


Wake Forest has for many years enjoyed a 
position of national prominence in forensics. The 
Debate Squad has made an impressive record in 
state, regional, and national invitational tourna- 
ments. The College speakers make frequent trips 
to take part in debates, after-dinner and oratorical 
contests, and other forms of competitive speaking. 

Members of the Debate Squad are chosen each 
fall. All undergraduates in good standing are 
eligible to participate in forensics and to represent 
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the College in inter-collegiate competition. Those 
persons interested are urged to try out for the debate 
team early during the fall. When one has participated 
in several rounds of competition he becomes eligible 
for membership in Pi Kappa Delta, national honor- 
ery forensic fraternity. 

The Philomathesian and the Euzelian Literary 
Societies, the two oldest campus organizations, de- 
serve in a large measure credit for the wide repu- 
tation Wake Forest men have as good speakers. 
Meeting weekly in their respective halls in Wait 
Ifall, these groups are regarded as important aids in 
the work of education, in cultivating and directing 
the taste for reading and in the formation of correct 
hebits of public speaking. 

Society Day, in the Fall, and Founder’s Day, in 
February, are jointly-observed annual celebrations 
in which representatives of the literary societies 
engage in forensic competition. 


Musical Activities— 


Several musical organizations provide ample 
opportunity for the exercise of musical talents and 
for the social benefits which result from the associa- 
tion of students with common artistic interests in 


- the field of music. 


The musical interests of the College are repre- 
sented by a number of groups, including the Glee 
Club, of seventy-five mixed voices, the A Capella 
Choir, of forty mixed voices, the Male Octet and 
Quartet, the Girls’ Sextet, the Little Symphony 
Orchestra, and the College Band. All groups are 
a source of entertainment for the student body. 
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The vocal units present frequent concerts on 
the campus and take several short trips to neighbor- 
ing towns during the year. In the Spring the 
A Cappella Choir makes a more extensive tour, 
rerforming in churches’ and educational centers 
throughout the State. The entire Glee Club joins 
with the Orchestra for the annual performance of 
Handel’s Messiah at Christmas-time. The colorful 
College Band furnishes music for football games, 
pep rallies, and other special occasions. Tryouts 
for freshmen and others are held immediately after 
the opening of College in the fall. 

Each Spring an All-Campus Sing is held, with 
most College organizations participating for awards. 

On fair evenings and Sunday afternoons record 
concerts are presented over the loud-speaker system 
in Wait Hall Tower. 

A limited number of undergraduates are per- 
mitted membership in the Raleigh Civic Music 
Association for a nominal fee. The association 
sponsors a series of six concerts by outstanding 
musicians, held in Raleigh Memorial Auditorium. 


Dramatics— 


The Wake Forest Little Theater, the College 
dramatic club, is one of the youngest, yet most active 
organizations on the campus. Their program extends 
throughout the college year and includes three or 
four major stage productions and radio dramas for 
the entertainment and cultural benefit of the College 
community, as well as several minor shows for the 
pleasure and advantage of the players themselves. 

The Little Theater conducts student tryouts at 
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the beginning of the college year and holds addi- 
tional trials before each production. There are 
positions for those interested primarily in production 
or business sides of dramatics. Little Theater work, 
under Faculty supervision, offers experience in pro- 
duction, acting, and management. 

Membership in the Little Theater is on the basis 
of a point system. When one has earned a sufficient 
number of points he becomes eligible for member- 
ship in Alpha Psi Omega, national honorary dramatic 
fraternity. 

The biggest dramatic and musical event of the 
college year is the annual week-long Magnolia 
Festival, sponsored by the Little Theater, the Music 
Department, and the Department of Physical Edu- 
cation for Women. On the first Saturday in May, 
May Day exercises are held in Groves Stadium. On 
Sunday the A Capella Choir gives a sacred concert, 
on Thursday the Little Theater sponsors a play, 
on Friday the Little Theater and Music Department 
present a musical comedy; the week’s activities 
conclude on Saturday with a Band concert and 
the All-Campus Sing. 


Civic Groups— 


Wake Forest has an International Relations 
Club whose purpose is to promote interest in, and 
discussion of, international affairs. During the course 
cf the year the club and its guests hear numerous 
talks, forums, and addresses by students, faculty 
members, and authorities of national and inter- 
national reknown. The IRC also participates in 
several inter-collegiate conferences. 
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Although there are academic requirements to 
membership, the club invites the entire student body 
to many of its meetings. 

Last year there was founded on the campus 
the Robert Lee Humber Chapter of the United 
World Federalists. Believing that ‘“‘world peace 
can be created and maintained only under a world 
federal government with limited powers adequate 
to prevent war,’ the Wake Forest branch of UWF 
conducts an active campaign for converts. Member- 
ship is open to all undergraduates, 


Scholastic Clubs— 


Some of the most profitable of the student 
organizations are related to the fields of interest 
represented by the departments of instruction: the 
Mathematics Club, the Physical Education Club, 
and the Religious Education Club. For the most 
part they are limited to upperclassmen who major 
in the field. 


Religious— 


Student religious activities are directed by the 
‘Baptist Student Union aided by a newly organized 
Chaplain’s Committee which is composed of repre- 
sentatives of the various religious groups on the 
campus. Their purpose is to help undergraduates 
find the place of religion in life and of fostering 
closer relations among the religious organizations 
of all denominations on the campus. Although B.S.U. 
is open to all students there are opportunities for 
worship and fellowship for students of other religious © 
beliefs, namely, the Methodist Student Fellowship,

the Westminister Fellowship for Presbyterians, and 
the Canterbury Club for Episcopalians. In addition 
to the local Baptist Church, there are Methodist 
and Catholic churches which conduct regular ser- 
vices. 

The BSU includes a number of unit organiza- 
tions, each of which performs a significant function. 
The Cullom Ministerial ‘Conference provides an 
opportunity for fellewship and instruction for 
Ministerial students. The Young Women’s Auxiliary 
makes a variety of important contributions to the 
life of the College, including a program of com- 
nunity missions. The Baptist Training Union pre- 
sents programs of meditation, inspiration, and edu- 
cation, fhe Christian Service. Group aims ‘‘to 
promote Christian missionary activities on the cam- 
pus and in the community.” The Religious Education 
Club affords an opportunity to study aspects and 
problems of that profession. The Sunday School 
oolds worship services and classes of informal 
instruction. 

The BSU works in a variety of fields: it assists 
in the freshman orientation program; it conducts 
2 popular Religious Focus Week; it holds daily 
prayer and vesper services; it sponsors week-end 
socials; it furnishes undergraduate speakers for 
neighboring churches; and it performs numerous 
other day-to-day services. 

Below is printed the Constitution of the Baptist 
Student Union: | 

ARTICLE I =— NAME 

The name of the organized Baptist student 

activities of Wake Forest College shall be the Bap- 
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tist Student Union. 


ARTICLE II — MEMBERSHIP 

Section 1. Membership in the Baptist Student 
Union shall be based upon individual membership 
in any recognized Baptist unit organization of Wake 
Forest College and student activities in the local 
Baptist Church. 

Section 2. Unit organizations shall be admitted 
to membership in the Baptist Student Union by 
unanimous vote of the Executive Council of the 
Baptist Student Union, 

Section 3. By unanimous consent of the Baptist 
Student Union, students or organizations of other 
than Baptist denomination may be extended honor- 
ary membership in the Baptist Student Union, and 
may be represented on the Executive Council in 
an advisory capacity only. 

ARTICLE ITI — PURPOSE 

The purpose of the Baptist Student Union shall 
be to magnify Christ in all its activities, to stress 
soul-winning, and to encourage Christian conduct; 
to strengthen, correlate, and unify all the separate 
Baptist unit organizations into one campus organi- 
zation; and to enlist in, and through, the separate 
unit organizations every student of Wake Forest 
College in that religious activity or activities which 
he needs for his highest Christian development and 
spiritual growth. 

ARTICLE IV — OFFICERS 

The Baptist Student Union shall have the fol- 
iowing officers: president, first vice-president, sec- 
ond vice-president, third vice-president, secretary, 
treasurer, publicity director, extension director, mu- 
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Sic director, poster director, radio director, and 
librarian. 


ARTICLE V — EXECUTIVE COUNCIL 


Section 1. There shall be an Executive Council 
ef the Baptist Student Union which shall consist 
of the officers of the Baptist Student Union and 
one member representing each Baptist unit organi- 
. gation having membership in the Baptist Student 
Union. 

Section 2. Several sections of one organization 
having membership in the Baptist Student Union, 
such as different Sunday: School classes, different 
sections of \the-Baptist Training Union, Young Wo- 
man’s Auxiliary, et cetera, shall be considered col- 
jectively as one unit organization and shall have 
but one representative. 

Section 2. The Student Secretary and the pastor 
of the local church shall automatically be advisors 
to the executive council. A third advisor shall be 
elected from the faculty each year by the Executive 
Council. 

Section 4. The Baptist Student Union may 
create new offices on the Executive Council or 
discontinue those that become unnecessary. 

Section 5. The President of the Baptist Student 
Union shall be chairman of the Executive Council. 

Section 6. The head of each unit organization 
is by virtue of his office the representative of that 
organization on the Executive Council. If the head 
of any unit organization should be unable to attend 
the Council, he shall appoint an active member of 
his organization to represent him on the Council. 
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ARTICLE VI — MEETINGS 

Section 1. The Executive Council shall meet 
weekly. 

Section 2. The general Baptist Student Union 
shall meet as often as is necessary to maintain a 
proper spirit of the body of the Baptist students, 
and as seldom as is necessary to guarantee programs 
of power and inspiration. 

Section 3. An annual business meeting of 
the Baptist Student Union shall be held for the 
purpose of electing officers and for transacting 
other important business as nearly as possible to 
sixty days before the spring commencement. 


ARTICLE VII — COMMITTEES 

Section 1. The president of the Baptist Stu- 
cent Union may at any time delegate members of 
the Executive Council to be responsible for any 
given program. 

Section 2. The Executive Council of the Bap- 
tist Student Union shall be the Executive Commit- 
tee. 

Section 3. The first vice-president shall be 
chairman of the membership committee and shall 
have as members of that committee the chairmen 
cf the membership committees of the various unit 
organizations or as many of them as he may des- 
ignate. The emphasis shall be on enlisting mem- 
bers in various unit organizations. 

Section 4. The second vice-president shall be 
chairman of the social committee. His committee 
shall be composed of the social chairmen of the 
various unit organizations and any other members 
of the Baptist Student Union that the chairman 
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may see fit to enlist. This committee shall plan 
the general Baptist Student Union socials and shall 
assist the unit organizations in their socials. 

Section 5. The secretary shall be chairman of 
the statistical committee which shall be responsible 
to secure weekly reports of the members of the Ex- 
ecutive Council. These reports along with the 
committee reports shall be diligently recorded. They 
shall be publicized if occasion demands. 

Section 6. Other temporary or special com- 
mittees and various representatives to meetings 
may be appointed at the will of the president. 

Section ‘7. The president and the Student Sec- 
retary shall be ex-officio members of all com- 
mittees. 

ARTICLE Vill = BUDGEL 

Section 1. A budget of the necessary expenses 
of the Baptist Student Union shall be made each 
year. The treasurer shall head a committee to fix 
the budget and present the proposed budget to the 
general Baptist Student Union for ratification. 

Section 2. Each unit organization shall be 
provided for in the budget as may be deemed nec- 
essary. 

Section 3. The budget shall be provided for 
in the following manner: Sunday School offering, 
75% of. student contributions to religious activities, 
and an allotment in the college budget. 

ARTICLE IX — RECOGNITION 

Section 1. The Faculty and Board of Trustees 
shall be urged to vest in the Baptist Student Union 
that prestige and power which shall make it the 
directing factor of the religious life and activities 
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cf the Baptist students of the campus, subject at 
all times to the higher school authorities. 

Section 2. The faculty shall be asked to 
ratify the election of officers, thereby making such 
officers the selection of Wake Forest College. The 
College shall be asked to give moral support and 
sanction the entire Baptist Student Union. 


BY-LAWS 


ARTICLE I — ELECTIONS 

Section 1. The officers of the Baptist Student 
Union shall be elected annually as nearly possible 
to sixty days before Spring Commencement in the 
“ollowing manner: One nomination for each office 
shall be presented to the body-at-large by a nom- 
inating committee composed of eight members of 
the general Baptist Student Union, the majority 
of which shall be seniors. The floor shall then be 
cpen for further nominations. These officers shall 
be elected by a simple majority; voting shall be by 
a showing of hands. 

Section 2. In order to be eligible for election 
to any position on the Executive Council a member 
shall have a 1.3 scholastic average. 

Section 3. The president shall be elected one 
_ week in advacne of the remainder of the council 
and shall serve with the nominating committee to 
select the nominees for the remaining positions of 
the council. 

Section 4. The unit organizations shall elect 
their heads as soon as possible after the election 
of the president. 


Section 5. Vacancies in case of general officers 
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shall be filled by a general BSU election, the va- 
cency of the president to be filled from the exist- 
ing council.

INSTALLATION OF OFFICERS 

Section 1. The newly elected officers shall be 
installed in a public ceremony at a time to be des- 
ignated by the president or by a committee which 
the president shall appoint. 

Section 2. A joint meeting of the old and new 
Executive Councils shall be held at the regular 
meeting following the installation service. 

Section 3. Each retiring council member shall 
write a synopsis of his work for the year. 

ARTICLE III — OFFICERS’? DUTIES 

The duties of the officers and members of the 
Executive Council shall be those described in the 
Cap and Gown pamphlets and any other duties 
placed upon them by the president. 

ARTICLE IV — AMENDMENTS 

The Constitution and By-Laws may be amend- 
ea at any meeting of the general Baptist Student 
Union provided one week’s notice has been given 
the general Baptist Student Union, and _ three- 
fourths of those present at the meeting of the gen- 
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eral Baptist Student Union vote in favor of such a 
change. 
ARTICLE V — RATIFICATION 
This Constitution shall go into effect immedi- 
etely upon ratification by a three-fourths vote 
of those present at a general Baptist Student Un- 
ion meeting. 


FRATERNITIES 


Wake Forest’s twelve Greek-letter fraternities, 
ten of them social, two of them professional, play 
an important part in student life. These groups 
take the lead in providing social entertainment for. 
fhe campus, beginning with ‘rushing’ in the fall 
and continuing through a series of dances and 
house parties in the spring. 

Among the innumerable choices that confront 
the freshman and, because of future commitments, 
call for all the good judgment which he may pos- 
sess, are the choices regarding fraternities. Shall 
he accept an invitation to join a fraternity if in- 
vited? Which shall he join if several invitations 
are received? Don’t make a hasty decision; it’s 
an important one. 

The student population is nearly equally divid- 
ea between fraternity and non-fraternity men so 
that whether a man joins a fraternity or not he is 
in good company. Among all, the first loyalty is 
to the College. 

The two law fraternities are profesional in 
nature and their membership is limited exclusively 
to students of the law. 


Rules governing the conduct of fraternity af- 
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fairs and plans for intra-fraternity activities are 
drawn up and administered by the Intra-Fraternity 
Council, consisting of representatives of all the 
iraternities. A faculty Committee on Fraternities 
works in conjunction with the Intra-Fraternity 
Council for the purpose of maintaining a high 
standard of conduct and scholarship.

Tassels is a local honor society for women, with 
standards and purposes similar to those of ODK, 
It taps for membership women students who have 
shown qualities of campus leadership, character, 
scholarship, and service to the college.

Chapel Attendance— 


All undergraduates are required to attend 
chapel services on Monday, Wednesday, and Friday 
mornings. The chapel committee decides on pen- 
alties for non-attendance. Ten or more unexcused 
absences from chapel during a semester render a 
student ineligible for registration the next semester. 
Absence excuses must be filed with the chapel 
committee. 


Campus Beautification— 


The campus has long been noted for its beauty. 
Recently the Rho chapter of Beta Beta Beta, honor- 
ary biological fraternity, along with its faculty 
adviser and the Building and Grounds committee 
of the college, undertook a project of further beauti- 
fication of the campus. Much has already been 
done alony this line, and plans have been made for 
further improvements. Students are urged to 
cooperate in the program. 


Absences-— 


All students of all classes are allowed one cut 
for each semester hour. A three-hour course, for 
instance, entitles one to three cuts in that class. 
One quality point will be deducted for each ex- 
cessive unexcused absence. Students who take all 
their cuts for their own convenience may be penaliz- 
ed in the event emergencies necessitate further 
absences. In order to have a cut excused, the 
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student must go to the Dean’s office and fill out the 
regular form, on which the student must give a 
full Beeston of his absence. 


Transcripts— 


A student is entitled to one transcript without 
charge. Hach additional one is issued at a cost of 
$1.00. A transcript isued to the Bowman Gray 
School of Medicine carries no charge. 

In case a transcript is issued during the course of 
a semester, the final grades for that semester are 
not automatically furnished the other institution 
unless the student requests that this be done. 


Dropping Classes— 


If a student registers for a course, he is expected 
190 attend the course unless he makes an official 
change with the registrar. If a course in which the 
student is failing is dropped after mid-term, the 
grade for the course will go down as “F.”’ A course 
which is dropped unofficially at any time goes down 
posh”? 


Art Museum— 


Wake Forest College is extremely fortunate in 
in having on its campus one of the best collections 
of art in the South. This collection was given by 
Dr. Thomas Jackson Simmons, alumnus of Wake 
Forest. 

The Simmons Art Museum, on the first floor of 
the Johnson Building, is open each Sunday afternoon 
Irom 8 till 5 o’clock. Prof. A. L. Aycock, curator, 
is present to point out the items of interest. 
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The Infirmary— 


All matters pertaining to student health and 
hygiene are under the supervision of the staff of 
the College infirmary which operates day and night 
for the convenience of students who require medical 
attention. The two College physicians visit the 
Infirmary daily at 10:30 a.m, for consultations. 
Nurses and internes are on duty at all times. 

Routine medical care is given without charge. 
However, one who is confined to the Infirmary is 
charged $1.50 a day for bed and board and is charged 
for special surgeon or nurse in case such services 
are required.
